Pursuant to Cook County Code Section 2-105(j) Discharge of committee by the Board, I hereby request 
that an item submitted to the Board by the Office of the Chief Judge, which was referred to the Litigation 
Subcommittee on November 3, 2010 be discharged from committee, and further request that the Board 
take action on this item. 

309525 Transmitting a Communication, dated September 14, 2010 from 

TIMOTHY C. EVANS, Chief Judge, Circuit Court of Cook County 

requesting authorization for the Purchasing Agent to enter into a contract with 
the Chicago Bar Foundation (CBF), Chicago, Illinois, to manage the court’s 
Guardianship Assistance Desk for Minors. 

Reason: The Guardianship Assistance Desk for Minors, located on the tenth 
floor of the George W. Dunne Administration Building, provides 
critical assistance to individuals who represent themselves in court in 
seeking to obtain the guardianship of minors in the Probate Division 
of the Circuit Court of Cook County. Services include assessment of 
client’s eligibility to seek guardianship, explanation of court 
procedures and assistance with completing court forms and 
documents. The desk has provided assistance to thousands of pro-se 
guardianship litigants over the past many years. The desk is staffed 
with court personnel and off site legal assistance is provided by 
attorneys from CBF’s program partner, the Chicago Volunteer Legal 
Services Foundation (CVLS). CBF would grant 100 percent of the 
contract proceeds to CVLS, which pledges to match the value of the 
county’s contribution. CBF proposed the lowest cost in conjunction 
with a Request for Proposal process. 

Estimated Fiscal Impact: $179,287.00 (FY 2011 - $33,833.31; FY 2012 - 
$59,014.96; FY 2013 - $60,794.09; and FY 2014 - $25,644.64). Contract 
period: May 1, 2011 through April 30, 2014. (310-260 Account). Requisition 
No. 13100001.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 

RESPONSIBLE BIDDER PROCESS FOR 
CONSTRUCTION, MAINTENANCE AND REPAIR CONTRACTS 

WHEREAS, Chapter 34 Finance, Article IV, Division 2, Sections 34-151 through 34-158 of the Cook 
County Code regulate purchases and contracts entered into by the Board of Commissioners; and 

WHEREAS, a process to define responsible bidders in the case of bidders for construction , maintenance, 
and repair projects (construction of new facilities, renovation of current facilities, maintenance and repair 
of current facilities, or road construction projects) over $25,000.00 should be added to such requirements. 

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 34 Finance, Section 34- 
159 be amended as follows: 

Sec. 34-159. Responsible bidder process for construction , maintenance, and repair contracts. 

Responsible bidder for construction , maintenance, and repair contracts is limited to a bidder who 
meets all of the job specifications, the following applicable criteria, and submits evidence of such 
compliance: 

(a) All applicable laws prerequisite to doing business in the State of Illinois. 

(b) Evidence of compliance with: 

(1) Federal Employer Tax Identification Number or Social Security Number (for 
individuals). 

(2) Provision of Section 2000(e) of Chapter 21, Title 42 of the United States Code 
and Federal Executive Order No. 11246 as amended by Executive Order No. 
11375 (known as the Equal Opportunity Employer provisions). 

(c) Certificates of insurance indicating the following coverage; general liability, workers’ 
compensation, completed operations, automobile, hazardous occupation, product liability and 
professional liability insurance.

(d) Compliance with all provisions of the Illinois Prevailing Wage Act, including wages, 
medical and hospitalization insurance and retirement for those trades covered in the act. 

(e) Active apprenticeship and training programs approved and registered with the United 
States Department of Labor Bureau of Apprenticeship and Training for each of the trades of work 
contemplated under the awarded contract for all bidders and subcontractors. 

(f) Certified payrolls as specified in Illinois Public Act 9*1 - 0515 820ILCS 130/5 for all 
contractors and subcontractors. 

Effective date: This Amended Ordinance shall be in full force and effect immediately upon its adoption.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 

AMENDMENT TO THE ADMINISTRATIVE HEARINGS ORDINANCE 

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners, that Chapter 2 Administration, 
Section 2-911 of the Cook County Code is hereby amended as follows: 

Sec. 2-911. Administrative hearings. 

(a) Any administrative adjudication proceeding conducted by the department of 
administrative hearings shall afford the parties an opportunity for a hearing before an administrative law 
officer. 


(b) An attorney who appears on behalf of any person shall file with the administrative law 
officer a written appearance on a form provided by the department of administrative hearings for such 
purpose. 

(c) In no event shall the case for the County be presented by an employee of the department 
of administrative hearings; provided, however, that documentary evidence, including the notice of 
violation, which has been prepared by another department, agency, board or commission of the County, 
may be presented at the hearing by the administrative law officer. 

(d) The administrative law officer may grant continuances only upon a finding of good 

cause.

(e) All testimony shall be given under oath or affirmation. 

(f) The administrative law officer may issue subpoenas to secure the attendance and 
testimony of relevant witnesses and the production of relevant documents. Issuance of subpoenas shall be 
subject to the restrictions contained in Section 2-913 (relating to subpoenas). 

(g) Subject to subsection (j) of this section, the administrative law officer may permit 
witnesses to submit their testimony by affidavit or by telephone. 

(h) The formal and technical rules of evidence shall not apply in the conduct of the hearing. 
Evidence, including hearsay, may be admitted only if it is of a type commonly relied upon by reasonably 
prudent persons in the conduct of their affairs. 

(i) No violation may be established except upon proof by a preponderance of the evidence; 
provided, however, that a violation notice, or a copy thereof, issued and signed in accordance with 
Section 2-910 (relating to notice) shah be prima facie evidence of the correctness of the facts specified 
therein. 


(j) Upon the timely request of any party to the proceeding, any person, who the 
administrative law officer determines may reasonably be expected to provide testimony which is material 
and which does not constitute a needless presentation of cumulative evidence, shah be made available for 
cross-examination prior to a final determination of liability. 

(k) The record of all hearings before an administrative law officer shah include: (i) a record 
of the testimony presented at the hearing, which may be made by tape recording or other appropriate 
means; (ii) ah documents presented at the hearing; (iii) a copy of the notice of violation or notice of 
hearing; and (iv) a copy of the findings and decision of the administrative law officer. 

(l) Upon conclusion of a hearing, the administrative law officer shall issue a final 
determination of liability, or no liability, or supervision . Upon issuing a final determination of liability the 
administrative law officer may: (i) impose penalties and/or fines that are consistent with applicable 
provisions of the County Code or a department's official fine schedule; (ii) issue orders that are consistent 
with applicable provisions of the County Code; and/or (iii) assess costs reasonably related to instituting 
the administrative adjudication proceeding; provided, however, that in no event shall the administrative 
law officer have the authority to impose a penalty of imprisonment or, except in cases to enforce the 
collection of any tax imposed and collected by the County, where this limitation shah not apply, impose a 
fine in excess of that authorized by the Code, exclusive of costs of enforcement. 

(m) In the issuance of a final determination of liability, an administrative law officer shah 
inform the respondent of his or her right to seek judicial review of the final determination.

(n) Where the respondent stipulates to facts supporting the charge in the citation and agrees 
to pay the fines, penalties, and costs provided by law, the hearing officer may defer both (i) further 
proceedings and (ii) entry of a finding of liability, and enter an order for supervision of the respondent 
where the hearing officer, after considering the circumstances of the offense, and the history, character 
and condition of the offender, is of the opinion that: 

(1) The offender is not likely to commit further ordinance violations, 

(2) The defendant and the public would be best served if the defendant were not have a 
record of liability, and 

(3) In the best interests of justice an order of supervision is more appropriate than a finding 
of liability, permitted under this Code, 

(o) As a condition of supervision the hearing officer shall enter an order setting a period of 
time, not to exceed six months, for the respondent to pay the fines, penalties, and costs provided by law. 
Upon payment of the fines, penalties, and costs, the citation shall be dismissed with a finding of no 
liability. If the respondent fails to make the payment, within the period set out in the order, a finding of 
liability shall be entered against the respondent based on the respondent’s stipulation. Upon the finding of 
liability, fines, penalties, and costs provided by law shall be assessed against the respondent. 

Effective date: This Amended Ordinance shall be in effect immediately upon adoption.

WHEREAS, the legislation will provide same-sex couples with hundreds of legal protections and 
benefits that have historically only been offered to couples through marriage including medical, financial 
and inheritance rights; and

health care decisions for their partners and those who are mothers and fathers can now be with their 
children and loved ones when they are in a hospital; and 

WHEREAS, State Representative Greg Harris and State Senator David Koehler shall be commended for 
their devotion and hard work on passage of this monumental human rights legislation; and 

WHEREAS, following Governor Quinn’s signature of this historic legislation into law, the Cook County 
Board will take immediate steps to ensure these rights are established in the County Code of Ordinances 
for the residents of Cook County.

PROPOSED RESOEUTION 

A RESOLUTION IN SUPPORT OF RESTORATION OF CLEAN WATER ACT PROTECTIONS 

WHEREAS, as County officials we are tasked with protecting the health, safety, and welfare of our 
citizens and see first-hand the importance of protecting clean water and healthy watersheds to ensure 
clean and safe drinking water supplies and outdoor recreation; and to protect bridges, roads, hospitals, 
treatment plants, and other critical infrastructure necessary for the future sustainability of our 
communities; and

WHEREAS, the 1972 Clean Water Act has played a central role in maintaining and restoring clean water 
and healthy watersheds, and for nearly thirty years virtually all natural surface waters were recognized as 
“waters of the United States” and protected from pollution and destruction; and 

WHEREAS, the effectiveness of the Clean Water Act is threatened by two recent Supreme Court 
decisions, Solid Waste Agency of Northern Cook County v. U.S. Army Corps of Engineers (SWANCC) in 
2001 and Rapanos v. United States in 2006, where congressional intent was ignored and the scope of 
waters covered by the Act was narrowly interpreted, putting in doubt pollution safeguards for many vital 
wetlands, lakes and streams; and 

WHEREAS, according to the National Wildlife Federation, at least 823 polluting facilities with pollution 
controls established by Clean Water Act permits are located on at-risk Illinois streams; if these streams 
lose Clean Water Act protections, federal permits will no longer be necessary and the facilities will be 
able to pollute at will; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County has already experienced significant damage from increased flooding, surface 
water pollution and other problems caused by the lack of Clean Water Act enforcement; clean and safe 
drinking water supplies are of particular concern; and 

WHEREAS, the protection of our small streams and wetlands will reduce this flooding in our 
communities, preserve essential fish and wildlife habitat which support Illinois’ recreation industry and 
help restore and maintain the biological integrity of our watersheds. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that given the critical need to restore protections for our 
nation’s waters, the Cook County Board of Commissioners joins the National Association of Counties 
and our county colleagues across the country in support of restoring the protections of the Clean Water 
Act to their status prior to the SWANCC decision; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board urges the Obama Administration to 
restore and clarify Clean Water Act protections, including for so-called isolated wetlands, by proposing 
for public comment and then finalizing a revised definition of “waters of the United States” that restores 
and clarifies these protections in a manner that is consistent with both the law and the science; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that a suitable copy of this Resolution be tendered to President Obama 
and the Chair of the White House Council on Environmental Quality, Nancy Sutley and let it also be 
spread upon the official proceedings of this Honorable Body.

(a) of the 1970 Illinois Constitution, and as such may exercise any power and perform any function

WHEREAS, Cook County by ordinance established the independent Cook County Health and 
Hospitals System (“CCHHS”) which continued to be an agency of and funded by Cook County; and 

WHEREAS, by ordinance, all personnel within CCHHS shall be governed by the a Board of Directors, 
established as the System Board; and 

WHEREAS, the System Board was granted the authority to address human resource functions 
with regard to all employees, including physicians and dentists, within the CCHHS, including, 
but not limited to, position classification, compensation, recruitment, selection, hiring, discipline, 
termination, grievance, affirmative action, performance management, probationary periods, 
training, promotion and maintenance of records; and 

WHEREAS, CCHHS and the System Board has at times undertaken compensation review of various 
positions in the CCHHS and has increased salaries as a result of said review; and 

WHEREAS, a compensation review of executive, administrative and professional staff should be 
conducted at the CCHHS to determine the appropriateness of the compensation levels for CCHHS 
employees in relation to similar professional employees at other large urban public hospitals; and 

NOW, THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, by the President and the Board of Commissioners of Cook 
County that the Cook County Auditor in conjunction with the System Board shall review the executive, 
administrative and professional positions at the CCHHS to determine the appropriateness of 
compensation packages; and

report to the President and the County Board on or before January 19, 2011 in order to provide the 
President and County Board time to issue any budgetary adjustments.

A Resolution regarding the County’s Resolution 
and Appropriation Bill for Fiscal Year 2011 

WHEREAS, on February 29, 2008, the Cook County Board of Commissioners approved an Ordinance 
establishing the Cook County Health and Hospitals System (“Enabling Ordinance”); and 

WHEREAS, Section 38-83 of the Enabling Ordinance provides the following with regard to the County 
Board’s approval of the Health System’s Preliminary Budget; 

• That the Health System Board shall recommend and submit a Preliminary Budget for the Health 
System to the President of the Cook County Board of Commissioners and the County Board, for 
approval by the County Board, not later than forty-five (45) days prior to the first date for 
submission of budget requests by the County’s Budget Director; and 

• That the County Board shall approve or reject each Preliminary Budget within forty-five (45) 
days of submission to the County Board or such Preliminary Budget is deemed approved; and 

• That the Preliminary Budget shall be included in the President’s Executive Budget 
Recommendation; and 

WHEREAS, consistent with the powers and responsibilities granted to the Health System Board by the 
County Board in the Enabling Ordinance, the Health System wishes to operate under an enterprise fund 
model allowing the Health System Board through the Health System’s Chief Executive Officer to have 
authority over the expenditure of funds allocated to the Health System by the County Board, and to be 
exempt from any limitations on funds appropriated to the 100 accounts in the County’s Resolution and 
Annual Appropriation Bill; and 

WHEREAS, Section 38-83 of the Enabling Ordinance further provides that after approval of each 
Annual Appropriation Ordinance, the Health System Board has the authority to make intra-fund transfers 
within the Health Fund, if necessary, to accommodate any proposed revisions by the Health System 
Board to the line items set forth in the Annual Appropriation Ordinance; and 

WHEREAS, the County’s Resolution and Annual Appropriation Bill for FY 2010 provided that the 
Health System is exempt from the provision that all hinds appropriated to any account or sub-account 
within Category 100 (Personal Services) shall remain fixed and restricted to that category for which they 
were originally appropriated, and shall not be subject to transfer to any impersonal account, or to any line 
item other than those within the 100 Series, as listed in the Chart of Accounts; and 



WHEREAS, both the Health System Board and the County Board approved a Master Lease Agreement 
for the Health System, and the Health System Board subsequently approved a replacement Master Lease 
Agreement for the Health System expanding the time frame for the Agreement, which authorizes the 
Health System to lease capital equipment through an operating lease as opposed to acquisition through 
financing by a bond issuance by the County; and 

WHEREAS, the Health System wishes to lease capital equipment for 2011 through its Master Lease 
Agreement, and inasmuch as this action may occur prior to the issuance of a bond by the County, the 
Health System wishes to be exempt from any temporary “budget holds” that might occur at the County 
level pending discussion and approval of bond issuance for certain purchases of capital equipment; and 

WHEREAS, the Health System receives funds from various granting agencies and wishes to continue to 
approve new grants, renewals or amendments to existing grants and receive these grant funds without 
further approval by the County Board; and 

WHEREAS, on November 19, 2010, the Health System’s Board of Directors approved the Health 
System’s Fiscal Year 2011 Preliminary Budget. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Preliminary Budget for Fiscal Year 2011 of the 
Cook County Health and Hospitals System is approved; and 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the following conditions will be included 
in the County’s Resolution and Annual Appropriation Bill for Fiscal Year 2011: 

1. Consistent with the Health System Board’s authority to make intra-fund transfers within 
the Health Fund, the Health System Board shall continue to have the authority to transfer 
funds in and out of Category 100 (Personal Services), notwithstanding any limitations on 
funds appropriated to the 100 accounts in the County’s Resolution and Annual 
Appropriation Bill for Fiscal Year 2011. 

2. The Health System Board is authorized to lease capital equipment for Fiscal Year 2011 
through the Master Lease Agreement notwithstanding any “budget holds” that might 
occur at the County level pending discussion and approval of bond issuance for certain 
purchases of capital equipment. 

3. The Health System Board is authorized to approve new grants, renewals or amendments 
to existing grants and receive grant funds without further County Board approval, 
notwithstanding any limitations on this authority in the County’s Resolution and Annual 
Appropriation Bill for Fiscal Year 2011. 

Effective date: This Resolution shall be in full force and effect immediately upon passage by the Cook 
County 7 Board of Commissioners.

WHEREAS, subsequent to the closing of accounts of the Fiscal Year 2010 and prior to the 
passage of an Annual Appropriation Bill for the Fiscal Year 2011, the Board wishes to authorize 
and direct the Comptroller of the County (the “Comptroller”) and the Treasurer of the County 
(the “Treasurer”) to advance funds and pay such necessary continuing expenditures. 

NOW, THEREFORE, IT IS HEREBY RESOLVED BY THE BOARD OF 
COMMISSIONERS OF COOK COUNTY, ILLINOIS, AS FOLLOWS: 



Section 1, Incorporation of Preambles. The Board hereby finds that all of the recitals 
contained in the Preambles of this Resolution are true and correct and does incorporate them into 
this Resolution by reference. 

Section 2. End of the Current Fiscal Year. The Comptroller is authorized and directed to close 
the accounts of Cook County pursuant to the Annual Appropriation Bill for the Fiscal Year 2010 
as of November 30, 2010, at 12:00 o'clock midnight. All unexpended balances of said 
Appropriation Bill for the Fiscal Year 2010 shall be placed to the credit of each specific fund. 

Section 3. Establishment of Accounts. Pending passage of the Annual Appropriation Bill for 
the Fiscal Year 2011 utilizing the classification of Standard Budgetary Accounts adopted by the 
County Board on March 6, 1944, as amended from time to time, the Comptroller is authorized 
and directed to set up such accounts as may be necessary to make payments as provided in this 
Resolution. 

Section 4, Establishment of Funding for Accounts. Pending passage of the Annual 
Appropriation Bill for the Fiscal Year 2011, funding for General Fund and Special Purpose Funds 
accounts will be funded at a level that is equal to 21% of the Fiscal Year 2010 Adjusted 
Appropriation as of November 30, 2010 as reflected in a report issued by Budget and 
Management Services. Any planned expenditure that will result in an account’s funding level 
being exceeded shall require a letter of justification to President, Board and Chief Financial 
Officer and shall further require the using Agency to obtain the approval of the Board in advance 
of the expenditure. The justification letter provided should explain the reason for the increase and 
how it will relate to the Fiscal Year 2011 funding of department operations and services. Self- 
insurance payments are exempt from this Section. The above notwithstanding, the Cook County 
Health and Hospital System is authorized to make expenditures exceeding 21% of the Fiscal Year 
2010 Adjusted Appropriation pending the County Board’s approval of the Annual Appropriation 
Bill for Fiscal Year 2011 without further communication with or approval by the Office of the 
President or County Board: provided, however, that such expenditures shall be consistent with the 
Health System’s Preliminary Budget for Fiscal Year 2011 as approved by the System Board on 
November 19, 2010 and which is pending approval by the County Board. 

Section 5. Advancement of Salaries. Pending passage of the Annual Appropriation Bill for the 
Fiscal Year 2011, the Comptroller and the Treasurer are authorized and directed to make 
arrangements to advance and to continue to pay the salaries of the several officers and employees 
of the County, including authorized overtime; provided, however, that any salaries paid pursuant 
to this Resolution shall not exceed the salaries which were in effect as of November 30, 2010; and 
provided, further, that there shall be no increase in the number of positions within each job 
classification in effect on November 30, 2010; and provided, further, that no employee shall be 
reclassified, no employee shall have a promotional placement performed; and that no positions 
shall be filled without completing the Budget and Management Services “Request for Hire 
During Continuing Resolution” form and approved by the County Board President or President’s 
designee, provided, however, that approval of such forms for new employees in the Cook County 
Health & Hospitals System (“Health System”) shall be by the Chair of the Board of Directors of 
the Health System. The form shall be completed and approved prior to executing employment. 
The above notwithstanding, pending passage of the Annual Appropriation Bill for Fiscal Year 
2011, the Health System may hire essential clinical personnel; provided, however, that there shall 
be no increase in the total number of Health System positions listed in the Annual Appropriation 
Bill for Fiscal Year 2010. 










The Department of Budget and Management Services shall keep the Board apprised of 
individuals reclassified, promoted or hired during the period of the Continuing Resolution by 
submitting a “Request for Hire During Continuing Resolution” report to the County Board at each 
Board Meeting, until the adoption of the 2011 Annual Appropriation Bill. This report shall not 
supersede the Cook County Bureau of Human Resources Hiring Procedures. The Health System 
shall also submit a Request for Hire During Continuing Resolution Report to the County Board at 
each Board meeting, while this resolution is in effect, which Report shall not supersede the 
Health System’s Personnel Rules. 

Overtime payments must include an “Overtime Request Questionnaire” to explain the use of 
overtime during the Continuing Resolution. 

Annual Anniversary Step increases as approved by the current collective bargaining contracts and 
Position Classification and Compensation Plan found in the Appendices of the Fiscal Year 2010 
Annual Appropriation Bill will be honored and implemented. 

Section 6. Payment of AH Other Necessary Expenditures. Pending passage of the Annual 
Appropriation Bill for the Fiscal Year 2011, the Comptroller and the Treasurer are authorized and 
directed to make arrangements to advance the payment of obligations of the County as follows: 

1. Payment of the following continuing obligations of the County: utilities; insurance premiums 
and benefit/administration payments; payroll taxes; payments associated with payroll deductions; 
invoices for contracted pharmaceutical supplies; leases; intergovernmental transfers; self 
insurance payments, including payments pursuant to settlement agreements; court-ordered 
payments; and payments made pursuant to contracts approved by the County Board or Health 
System Board prior to December 1,2010. 

2. Payments for the purchase of materials, supplies and services and for the lease of equipment 
involving expenditures in the amount of One Hundred Thousand Dollars ($100,000.00) or more 
shall continue to be made in accordance with County Ordinance and existing procedures. 

3. Section 2 above notwithstanding, prior to the adoption of an Annual Appropriation Bill for the 
Fiscal Year 2011, the Health System Board shall have the same powers as the County Board to 
make purchases of materials, supplies and services and for the lease of equipment in the amount 
of One Hundred Thousand Dollars ($100,000.00) or more. Provided, however, prior to the 
adoption of the Annual Appropriation Bill for the Fiscal Year 2011, any individual Health System 
purchase in excess of $34,000,000.00 shall require County Board approval. 

4. Payment for the purchases of materials, supplies and services and for the lease of equipment 
involving expenditures in the amount of less than One Hundred Thousand Dollars ($100,000.00) 
shall be made in accordance with County Ordinance and existing procedures or the Health 
System’s Procurement Policy. 

5. Payments pursuant to grants and special purpose funds previously approved by the County 
Board or Health System Board. 

6. Payment of emergency purchases made pursuant to the County Ordinance on Procurement and 
Contracts or the Health System’s Procurement Policy; provided, however, that the Health System 
must communicate any emergency purchase to the President and the Board within (5) business 
days of such purchase. 



Section 7. Capital Improvement Items. Unexpended Capital Improvement items appearing in 
the Capital Improvement Section of the Appropriation Bill of Cook County for Fiscal Year 2010 
and funded in the General Obligation Bond shall not be deemed to have lapsed at the end of 
Fiscal Year 2010. Only’capita! improvements and funds specifically authorized in the General 
Obligation Bond shall be available until the adoption and approval of the Annual Appropriation 
Bill for the Fiscal Year 2011. 

Section 8. Severability. If any section, paragraph or provision of this Resolution shall be held to 
be invalid or unenforceable for any reason, the invalidity or unenforceability of such section, 
paragraph or provision shall not affect any of the remaining provisions of this Resolution. 

Section 9. Effective Date. This Resolution shall be effective November 30, 2010 and remain in 
effect until the adoption and approval of the Annual Appropriation Bill for the Fiscal Year 2011.

EXECUTIVE ORDER 2010 - I 

WHEREAS, it is essential that Cook County administer fiscal responsibility and institute long-term 
financial planning and improve County government efficiency; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County has previously determined that it was in the public’s interest to 
undertake certain County construction, acquisition and equipment projects; and 

WHEREAS, at the request of various County agencies, professional, sole source and competitively 
bid contracts have been awarded, at times without strategic approach and structure, resulting in 
expensive, non-stratcgic, long-term contracts; and 


WHEREAS, a thorough review of current capital construction, equipment, and professional service 
contracts shall be conducted to develop a more strategic approach to capital and professional 
services spending and to eliminate non-essential projects, i.e,, projects that are not required for 
public health and safety, address code violations or are required to complete regulatory 
requirements; and 

WHEREAS, with innovative leadership and collaborative efforts, a more strategic and transparent 
approach can be implemented to ensure the consolidation of multiple agency efforts, the thorough 
rationalization of projects, the elimination of non-essential projects and increase joint purchasing; 
and------- 


NOW THEREFORE, by virtue of the authority vested in me by the Constitution of the State of 
Illinois, the Jaws of the State of Illinois, and the Ordinances of Cook County, 

I, TONI PRECKWINKLE, President of the County of Cook, DO HEREBY ORDER, as follows; 

1. A moratorium on non-essential capital construction projects in the planning stage with the 
Office of Capital Improvement and Policy. A list of all Planned Capital Construction 
Projects as of December 9, 2010 is attached to this order as Exhibit A. The moratorium as it 
relates to Planned Capital Construction Projects shall continue pending the passage of the 
Annual Appropriation Bill for the Fiscal Year 2011, unless further extended. During said 
moratorium a review of the planned projects shall be conducted by representatives of the

Office of the President, the Office of Capital Improvement and the affected agency to 
determine the strategic and essential nature of the project. Projects deemed non-essential, 

i.e., those that are not required for public health or safety reasons or are necessary to address 
regulatory requirements and code violations will be addressed with the Cook County Board 
of Commissioners at a later date and may be deferred, restructured or terminated. 

2. A moratorium on any non-essential capital construction projects in the active stage with the 
Office of Capital Improvement and Policy. A list of all Active Capital Construction Projects 
as of December 9, 2010 is attached to this order as Exhibit B. The moratorium as it relates 
to Active Capital Construction Projects shall continue pending the passage of the Annual 
Appropriation Bill for the Fiscal Year 2011, unless further extended. During said 
moratorium an expedited review of the active projects shall be conducted by representatives 
of the Office of the President, the Office of Capital Improvement and the affected agency to 
determine the strategic and essential nature of the project Projects deemed non-essential, 
i.e., those that are not required for public health or safety reasons or are necessary to address 
regulatory requirements and code violations will be addressed with the Cook County Board 
of Commissioners at a later date and may be deferred, restructured or terminated. 

3. The various offices under die jurisdiction of the County Board President shall provide the 
Office of the President a breakdown of any current capital equipment and professional 
service contracts currently authorized and engaged by Monday, December 20, 2010. The 
various offices under the jurisdiction of the County Board President shall collaboratively 
work with the Office of the President to detennine whether the current capital equipment 
and professional service contract is essential to the operation of County government; said 
offices shall work together to eliminate any non-essential projects and determine, if 
applicable, which projects may be better accomplished with internal sources, deferred, 
eliminated or restructured 

IT IS FURTHER REQUESTED that all offices of Cook County government, including the offices 
of the eleven separately elected County-wide officials, the seventeen member County Board and the 
Cook County Health and Hospitals System, conduct a thorough review where applicable of any 
. current capital equipment and professional service related contracts to detennine where the county 
as a unit can consolidate services, eliminate non-essential projects and determine whether the 
services can be better accomplished with internal sources. It is requested that the various other 
agencies review said projects and determine whether the projects can be deferred, eliminated, 
terminated or restructured to provide cost savings for the County. 

IT IS FURTHER ORDERED, that the office of the Cook County Purchasing Agent, Capital 
Planning, and other various offices, as may be required, assist in compiling the requested 
contractual information and project data on an expedited basis to satisfy this Order and Request. 

I FURTHER ORDER, that this order shall take effect upon its execution and filing with the County 
Cleric and that immediate notice of this order be delivered by the County Cleric to the offices under 
the jurisdiction of the County Board President, the eleven separately elected officials, the seventeen 
members of the County Board and the Cook County Health and Hospitals System Board.
